You hnve failed In 
your duty; you should let no one

Railways 
Govornmont Schema 
’ Debated In Commons 


- LONDON, Feb. 18 (British 
Wireless). —~ Financial arrange- 
ments respecting Government 
contro! of railways in wartime 
were debated in. the Commons 
on a motion of Mr, Herbert Mor- 
rison, who declared that national 
interests. would be better served 
by the establishment of a per- 
manent national transport au- 
thority to own and contro) all 
forms of inland and coastwise 
transport, 

In criticising the agreement, he 
referred to the rise In railway stocks 
since the ogreement -was ‘mooted 
amounting, he said, to £100,000,000, 
and remarked that government partl- 
cipation in profits only began when 
they were at o very high level, 

The Minister of ‘Transport, Captain 
Euan Wallace, sald that he did not 
think anyone would dispute the need 
for control of- transport in wartime. 
Government must.be in n position to 
direct that the rall system ox a whole 
should be used to the best advantage, 

Pool System 

* Financial arrangements were all 
based on the general principle that 
the receipts of controlled under- 
takings should be pooled, 

There were four stages in the 
financial arrangements—first, that the 
minimum net revenue: should be 
guaranteed by the government; 
sebond, a further amount which the 
controlled undertakings might be pald 
{In excess of that minimum: — third, 
profit-sharing on a fifty-Afty basis 
which extended to a pofnt where 
each of the controlled undertakings 
would reach its standard = revenue: 
and fourth, above that point, all ad- 
pditional net earnings accrued {o the 
Exchequer, 

It was !mpossible to forecast what 
would happen after the war, but he 
opined that railway charges would 
find their cconomic levels os they 
would during the war in accordance 
with the agreement, There was no 
intention of securing charges during 
the war beyond an economic ‘level. 

Economic Basis 

Government Intended os far as 
possible that controlled undertakings

Government did. not intend, however, 
that the safeguard should be abane 
doned, and a special department of 
the Ministry «was being set up, to be 
alded by a distinguished civil servant, 
to deal with the question of rates, 

-Govornment Assurance 

LONDON, Feb, 13 (Reuter).—An 
assurance that the Government would 
not use the control of raliways to’ 
impose higher charges on the public 
was given by the Transport Minister, 
Captain Euan Wallace, in the House 
of Commons to-day. ; 
~ Captain~ Wallace -said-that- charges 
would only rise if necessitated by In- 
creased wages, prices of materials or 
diMftcultics due to war conditions, 
and that such increases would have 
to be justified to Parliament. 

Captain Waltace was” answering 
Opposition eriticism of the . Govern- 
ment’s agreement with the railways, 
following a motion by Mr. Herbert 
Morrison that- the Interests of the 
country would be better served by the 
establishment of ‘a permanent national 
transport authority to own control of 
all forms: of Inland and coastwise 
transport. 

Mr. Morrison’s motion was defeated 
by’ 186 to 119.
